This session was soon overtaken by 
events, including the necessity of the Committee to come to grips with a 
variety of allegations arising out of UPI story yet to be released, | 
testimony before the Senate Judiciary Subcommittee on Separation of 
Powers and the House Merchant Marine & Fisheries Committee. Some of 
the Select Committee staffers who attended the meeting seemed to be 
principally concerned about the integrity of the Committee's investigation, 
The principal concern was the Committee's desire to be able to prepare 
Senator Bayh for Tuesday's secret session so that he could respond to the 
new allegations. Bill Miller, Staff Director of the Committee, confirmed 
that this was the approach that had been followed citing high level discussions, 
Rather than dealing with the raw allegations by themselves, I suggested 
that the staffers provide us a listing of those questions they cannot answer 
based upon information already within their possession and arrangements 
were made with the DDO for weekend work to respond to this new requirement 
with a targetted response time from CIA of noon Sunday.
